OST of the social evils 

that afflict us today 

point to a. pernicious 

home or to a vicious 

family-life as their basic 

origin. Society is made 

up of individuals; the 

training-school of the 

individual is the home. 

Although the later environment - of 

school and society have their effect in 

shaping the character of the indi- 

yidual, the individual will in later 

life’ be largely influenced by the im- 

pressions he received when a child at 

home. Later education and subse- 

quent social environment can be held 

accountable for some of the prevalent 

evils, but the main cause is more 

fundamental and basic—it- is the 
home. 

We cannot be blind to the fact that

disposition which fs of no small value 
in family life. Such practices lead 
invariably to an increase of luxury 
and effeminacy and to a decrease of 
mental and méral discipline, of en- 
durance and the power of achieve- 
ment. They create a dislike for sac- 
rifice and earnest effort and lead ulti- 
mately to a total distegard of the 
moral law. Naturally, the children of 
such parents grow up deficient.in in- 
itiative and self-reliance. Generally 
speaking, these defects decrease in 
proportion as the number of chlidren 
increases. Childless homes are op- 
posed to the Christian idea of the 
family life; and, if they are childless 
thru the fault of the parents, they are 
a disgrace in the eyes of God and of 
right-thinking men. 

Secondly, there is not: enough of 
family-life, properly so-called. If the 
home influence is good, it naturally 
follows that the more this influence is 
brought to bear on the members of a 
family the better it is for them. Now 
the methods of living in many famil- 
ies are such that the home influence 
on the individual members of the fam- 
ily is almost negligible. How much 
time do the members of an average 
city family spend together in a happy 


home life to exert its influence on the 
family members at least in the eve- 
ning, the desire for distraction takes 
the father to a club meeting or a stag 
the mother to a theatre or a card- 
party. Not *hat these things are im- 
proper in themselves, but they should 
constitute the exception and not the 
rule. The children may be playing on 
the streets till bed time or attending 
a movie. God only knows where the 
grown-up boys and girls are. If an 
evening is spent at home it is to en- 
tertain company. How can home-ties 
become sacred under such conditions ? 
They have never been woven. How 
can. the sanctuary of the homesexert 
an influence when it does not exist? 
Again, what place does prayer 
occupy in the home of the average 
family? Too often it happens that 
individtal members of a family allow 
days and weeks to go by without once 
raising their hearts to God in prayer. 
They begin, pursue, and end the day 
without God. They rush to their meals 
like dumb beasts; they rise from table 
without a word of thanks to Him 
Who is the Giver of all things. And 
as for family-prayer—alas, with 
many fariilies it is a thing of the

Thus 
a well defined sense of justice 
prompts the child to be fair in 
the games in which he partici- 
pates. It teaches justice or fair- 
ness to our neighbor in consid- 
ering his property sacred and 
in fYestoring. *any property 
wrongfully received and repair- 
ing ahy injury wrongly, afflict- 
ed. The virtue of Justice de- 
mands a proper care of our own 
minds and bodies. Shakespeare 
well expresses this truth when 
he says “To thy ownself be true 
and then thou cannot be false to 
any man.” Moreover this virtue 
demands that we give to God, 
through acts of religion the hon: 
or that belongs to Him, and 
through acts of penance that we 
atone for the outrages offered 
to God by sin. As our Divine 
Savior said “Render therefore 
to Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s and to God the things 
that are God’s,” 

Fortitude’ the third Cardinal 
virtue helps to moderate fear 
and directs our conduct in bear- 
ing the daily cross which God 
allows tous. St. Paul, who said 
“Who shall separate us fronr 
the love of Christ” beautifully fl- 
lustrates the effect of Fortitude 
in the Christian life for few suf- 
fered more for the faith than 
did the Apostle of the Gentiles. 

Temperance inculcates absti- 
nence as a check to inordinate 
appetite for eating; sobriety is 
a check on the excessive use of 
intoxicants. 

Chastity, as a form of Tem- 
perance, is a means of keeping | 
in check the evil inclinations of 
the body. The holiness of those 
Christian men and women who 
denied themselves for love of 
their crucified Savior and who 
since have been raised to the al- 
tar of the Church and honored 
as saints of God, give excellent 
proof of the value of this great 
virtue. ¢

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THE CATHOLIC PAPER A NECESSITY. 

Last week we wrote about the pernicious influence 
wielded by the irreligious press. However, the greatest harm 
is not done by the professed anti-Christian journalist, but by 
the worldly-minded editor who, for the sake of greater gain, 
serves the kind of daily literature diet, that will interest 
the greatest number of peovle. 

In the United States, for instance, the strictly anti- 
Christian press is not prominent. Even the anti-Catholic 
press might be passed over, though it reaches millions of 
non-Catholics, whom Catholic journalism does not reach. 
Less than 10,000,000 among the 110,000,000 people of our 
land are reached by Catholic papers and periodicals, and this 
10 per cent represents our own people. One non-Catholic 
layman reaches twice as many American people every day 
through his string of papers, as the whole Catholic Church 
reaches through her religious papers once a week. Fully 
100,000,000 never read a favorable word about the Catholic 
Church, unless it be an occasional comment on some Catholic 
happening,’or a brief report of a sermor or lecture delivered 
by a Catholic churchman. This occasional favorable notice 
is offaet a hundred times by the unfair treatment, which the 
Church receives in the news or editorial columns of our 
dailies, in contributed articles; it is offset by the false 
philosophy, by the seeming sanction of immoral practices, 

_ by rationalistic teaching, etc. The editors of the secular 
journals are the servants of those who employ them, and 
when the owner has no special interests to further, he must 
still make his paper pay, and does it by catering to the pagan 
appetites of the people. 

Editors take acqount of the fact that 60,000,000 people, 
who remain aloof from all churches, are not interested in re- 
ligion, and therefore it is not served to them. Doctrinal re- 
ligion, or anything that would incite even controversal 
thoughts in the 24,000,000, who belong to ~400 different 
brands of Protestantism, must be kept under cover. Then, 

because we live in an age when it is regarded as fashionable, 
as a mark of culture, to discredit what is belfeved in the mis- 
named “Dark Ages,” the editor-today must defend all the 
unproved theories of higher criticism. Imagine the editor 
of a New York or Chicago Duily defending the Genesis 
account of creation, even when quite liberally interpreted. 

Editors have learned from experience that Catholics will 
endure much abuse; that feeble protests from an insignifi- 
cant number of their readers are the only echoes heard after 

the publication of some shameful slander, directed against 
the Church or some Catholi¢e organization. They have learn- 
ed, on the other hand, that friendliness towards Rome or the 
giving to Rome her just due will never build up a huge cir- 
culation; and of course, advertising and profits depend on 
circulation. 

Secular papers often help intensify the existing pre- 
judices against the Catholic Church by what they do NOT 
print in connection with a news story. "We have a case in 
point in the account of the expulsion of the Papal Delegate 
from Mexico last month. The press report left the impres 
sion that he was expelled because he had violated a basic 
law of the country. The uninformed reader saw therein con- 
firmation of the lie that the Catholic Church is a danger to 
the State. Had the editors taken the trouble to express their 
contempt at the silly intolerance of the governing powers in 
Mexico, the news report would have left a favorable, rather 
than an unfavorable impression. 

It should be more generally known what a wonderful 
news-gathering agency the Wational Catholic Welfare Coun- 
cil has established. It has reporters in all the capital cities 
of Kurope, and in each instance they are men who are noted 
equally well for their scholarship and fairness. 

Those who report for the Associated Press must send 
news day by day, and send it quickly. Because of this, 
rumor is frequently cabled over here as fact, and what is 
partly fact is not scrupulously told. It is safe, therefore, to 
declare that people must read the Catholic Press in order to 
have absolute certainty that what they read is the truth. 

It cannot be disputed that the Daily Press, the secular 
magazine, the modern novel, are seldom on the right side of 
moral questions. Their editors lack a proper conception of 
the Church, they are poorly versed in history; they assume 
that the spirit of the world is alway right; yet they pretend 
to speak with infallible authority as- scientists, historians, 
theologians. A Harvard professor, writing in the Atlantic 
Monthly last year, truly stated that “the public is at the 
mercy of the lords of the press.” This is certainly pitiful, 
but it is a fact with which we have to reckon, and a condition 
which it seems humanly impossible to overcome. Only the 
Catholic Church can steer society safely, and only the sound 
philosophy taught in Catholic schools of journalism can 
counteract the false views on moral and social questions so 
widely circulated by editors who are now in control of the 
presa.
